Owing to his uniform, the President mistook

capacity. 


WRANGEL’S POSITION. 
FALL OF SEBASTOPOL | 
CONFIRMED. 


It was stated yesterday that the news received 
at Paris that the Bolsheviks had taken Sebasto- 


pol was incorrect, and that the town taken was 
Simgoropo!l. The original report is now con- 


firmed by a Reuter’s telegram from Constanti- 
nople, which states that Sebastopol was taken 
by the Bolsheviks on Sunday. 

According to the latest reports from the 
Crimea (says a Constantinople telegram) the 
fighting on the Prinkop front was of a most 
violent character. The Bolsheviks admit the 
loss of 30,000 killed, while they declare they 
i have captured 40,000 prisoners. So far as can 
be gathered they owe their success largely to 
the use of poison gas. 

A later Constantinople telegram of yesterday 
says :—It was expected that the Bolsheviks would 
occupy Sebastopol on Sunday. On Saturday 
General Wrangel moved his headquarters to the 
quay in readiness to embark on the steamship 
Korniloff. About 40,000 persons are reported to 
have been evacuated. Ameriian warships have 
gotle’ to “Che  Ofitiéa to amhark “women” and 
children. General Wrangel is reported to have 
appealed to Americans to save the wounded 
from being ‘slaughtered. 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


A Reuter’s Geneva telegram of Monday 
says:—The Assembly of the League of Nations 
was opened this morning, when, introduced by 
M. Hymans, President of the Assembly; M. 
Motta, President of the Helvetian Republic, 
delivered his imaugural speech of weicome to 
the delegates. 

There was but little ceremony at the in- 
auguration. The only incident in the sitting 
was connected h the election of President. 
M. Motta proposed that M. Hymang (Belgiuzn) 
should be elected Permanent President, and 
that thie-should be done by acclamation. 

Branting (Sweden), however, proposed 
that a secret ballot should be taken, and 
although some others dissented from this view 
M. Hymana insisted upon a secret ballot. This 
resulted in his receiving 35 out of 41 votes, and 
was grected with great apylause. 


WIRELESS STATION AT GENEVA. 


The Geneva wirelces station, by means of 


which journalists attending the Conference of 


the League of Nations are securing a rapid dis- 


tribution of their messages, is situated on the 
Bel Air Plateau, at Chene Bourg, about three 
miles south of the city, and at an elevation of 
about 1,400 feet. 

The station embodies all the latest develop- 
ments in commercial wireless, including a Mar- 
coni valve transmitter, operated automatically 
at high speed; but the outstanding feature in 
this instance is unquestionably the speed with 
which the station has been erected. Marconi 
engineers v@re called upon to do many unusual 
things during the war, and invariably aceom- 
plished their task, but in the case of the 


Geneya station 4 normal three months’ job has 


been completed in a fortnight. 


Direct wiréless communication is being pro“r 


vided by this station between Geneva and a 
specially erected receiving station at Witham, 
Essex, which is connected by telegraph to the 
Marconi Company’s London offices. The trans- 
mitting station im’ England is at Chelme- 
ford, and is in direct telegraphic communication 
with Witham. 


MESOPOTAMIA. 


The War Office communiqué issued last night 
states :'— 

Lower Euphrates.—The 34th Brigade Column, 
advancing from Samawah northwards, seized 
the bridge over the Euphrates at Imam Abdul- 
lah, on the lith, and repaired the railway up 
to, the. bridge. en bands ensconced im 
Nullahs on the north bank offered considerable 
resistance. Two hundred of them attempted a 
counter-attack with fixed bayonets to recover 
their positions after they had been captured by 
us. The 3rd/23rd Sikhs made a counter-charge, 
defeated them, and drove them off the field.
